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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 17-19 and 2 1 -26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Bosler (5,314,325) discloses an apparatus for continuous vacuum forming a sheet, 
comprising an extruder (40), a flexible rotating belt (18) with a resilience portion (22), an idle 
roller (14), a drive roller (16), a vacuum means (26) and a water-cooling means (34) for cooling 
a patterned portion of the sheet. 

Bosler, however, fails to disclose a second forming means and second water-cooling 
means and a cutting means, and hole-punching means and a shielding means for selectively 
apply the cooling means to the patterned sheet portion. 

Nied et al (5,290,490) disclose an apparatus for thermoforming 3-dimensional articles, 
comprising a metallic shield (76) for controlling the heating in a selected thermal pattern across 
the sheet material. However, Nied et al fail to disclose a first and second cooling means for 
cooling different portions of the sheet, and a shielding means for selectively applying the cooling 
means to the patterned sheet portion while leaving the remaining portion of the extruded sheet 
above the heating deflecting temperature.
